Agathocles, the kings of grinding 
mincecore and they’re from fucking 
Bloody Belgium, fuckin’ hell..

the day after when you say “That 
was fun”, strange how that works. 
Outlaw Order (a.k.a. eyehategod 

if you want to or not), Nerveskade 
(d-beat or die fuckers), Vaginal 
Disorder (lo-fi-shitnoise... perfect 
when entertaining visitors), The 
Dry Heaves (their song on the 
jailbeat compilation rules), The 
Wankys (long live the 8 inch 

that was included with wank- 
magazine) but still no beer. The 
fridge isn’t far... neither is the 
basement. But I can control myself. 
I’ve experienced it before that I 
couldn’t and I can tell you honestly 
it wasn’t without a fight. Especially 
in the mind and body, comparable 
to the Battle of the Bulge or a 
herd of wild wildebeests passing 
by.

band? There were a lot of shows 
scheduled in shithole The Pit’s this 
week and Kicker was one of them.

[Good 
hardcore-punk label from Lille, 
France]. Kicker is greasy bold 


punk music played tightly, with the 


right attitude and in the right key. 
The songs lingered, the hang-over 
did too. The singer; after years of 
unpaid bills, alcohol abuse and 
being plain sick, stood full energy 
on the stage, screaming against 
everything that made him angry 
twenty years before... Punk is not 
a product, not a dress code, it is 
a fucking disease!!! One that isn’t 
malicious. 


I gladly buy a drink and shake 
the hand of someone who finds 
it worthwhile to tour after all 
these years. KICKER played a 
good show and the album they 
released on Tankcrimes records is 
a crazy ride through the head of 
the bandmembers. Thirteen songs, 
including one cover of the Fuck- 
ups ~”I think you’re shit”, thirteen 
songs bulging with second wave 
UK punk sound (The singer was 
born in the UK but switched the 
island for the wild west with its 
saloons and cacti), catchy riffs 
with straight forward punk rock 
attitude. Each song stands like a 
house while the lyrics form the 
fence. Lyrics about the fuckin’ 
taxes that everyone enjoys so 
much paying, about beer, about 
hate towards the fellow man; 
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recognizable and well-written. 

| am a big fan of Kicker and | don’t 
mean those wankers who run after 
a ball, then have to rest for a week 
and are paid big bucks, hang them 
fuckers! 


Songs like “Lager and chips”, 
“Wrong things” and “Crusty island” 
are a wild punk train accompanied 
by the better, sarcastic, literary lyr- 
ics; marvelous! The award for the 
best song, the “cheap-ass-wank- 
ing-crust-beer-award-price-2013”, 
goes to “Lager and chips”! Splen- 
did, it tells about everything about 
the society we live in and also tells 
us to be content with nothing, or 
at least with some bread and eggs 
& bacon... For me a few slices and 
two eggs please!!! Woehahahaha.. 
So, yes, Kicker made a fine album 
and you should go out and buy it, 
together with some beer, call your 
boss and tell him to get lost, fall 
asleep on the couch and regret 
everything the day after hahaha- 
ha... punks not dead..not yet!

One Friday night, a car filled with five friends and a couple of cans 
filled with beer. On our way to Ghent, to the Pogo Bar, a squat 
that serves humanity with necessary activities. The activity of 

the evening was the release of Reproach/Citizens Patrol split 7” 
(which I still need to buy, dammit!!). The opening band was called 
SUFFER DAMAGE, a new music group, their first show... What 
will it be like... 


...From the first note | was sold. And the plan to order a pint or 
two inbetween two songs was a fact. Suffer Damage commenced 
a battle with filthy noise punk as their weapon - short energetic 
songs, feedback and lots of fun. 


A half-hour set should be sufficient, the men from Suffer Damage 
must have thought, and they called it quits. If it did last any 
longer, I have to apologize, | blame the lager named Freedom 
beer. 
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But I liked it, | wanted to see more. So | pulled bang-zoom-Sean 
aside to elaborate my idea to have Suffer Damage as opening 
act for DESPISE YOU on Wednesday, the 10th of July in our local 
shithole called The Pit’s. Not a problem and hup, the 10th of July, 
Suffer Damage and Despise You will tear down the place. 


| support a band like Suffer Damage with a smile, they’re not 
common in Belgium. Of course there are the hardcore/punk 
bands, but the dirty noise punk of Suffer Damage is like a needle 
in a haystack... hard to find. | believe back in the days there have 
been more of these bands, although | could be mistaken and then 
I’m wrong. 


They haven’t released anything yet so singing along and dancing 
in your attic room will have to wait a little while. | only hope 
someone’s smart enough to give this group a chance to prove 
itself on a demo tape or better yet on a piece of vinyl. But there’s 
more than this introduction to Suffer Damage, there’s even an 
interview with these gentlemen. Several questions were answered, 
some explanations were given,... First you’ll find an interview 
with Suffer Damage and after that a short but fine interview 

with Despise You. What can I tell you about Despise You... They 
will be on tour in Europe for the first time and they can be held 
responsable for some historic records like the split 7” with Crom, 
their songs on the ‘Possessed To Skate’ compilation and the ‘Cry 
Now, Cry Later’ compilation, etc. They are sometimes forgotten, 
however they can stand perfectly next to other powerviolence 
outfits like Man Is The Bastard/Infest/Spazz/ 


Capitalist Casualties etc. They play tight, are pissed off and rage 
at the speed of light. ’ve send them a number of questions, 
about the very beginning of the band, their vision on early 
powerviolence, etcetera. | received an answer but more than half 
the questions were left unanswered. Perhaps they did not feel 
like repeating themselves, who shall say? But I was glad they 
did reply. So, a small interview with Despise You, who will play 
together with Suffer Damage on the 10th of July in The Pit’s. 
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I’m curious to what this night will bring. Will it be intense?? 

Will they play 30 songs?.. I'll see them again on the ‘Play Fast or 
Don’t’ festival a few days later, ahhhhhhh... It will be awesome! 
Play fast or die!!! After the interview with Despise You, there 

are some questions about the Pessimiser Record label that 
released a reasonable amount of great recordings of bands such 
as Eyehategod, Grief, Soilent Green, the ‘Cry Now, Cry Later’ 
compilations, etcetera. Grab a fresh beer and start reading, 
afterwards grab another one and play some records of Grief or

How’d you guys hook up and form 


the band (how did you meet,how it 
start...). 


Vrokker: I know Leffe over 27 
years and Shalo from Chaka. 
They were looking a rehearsal 
room to start a band so that’s 
where I come in. 

Shalo: I met Leffe through a com- 
mon friend (mister Bulle) that 
said we would fit together in 
a band. After some talking we 
seemed to get along and there 
was only a bass player needed, 
Vrokker was the first name on 
the list. 

Leffe: Yes it was Bulle who told 
me that Shalo was interested in 
doing a noisy punkband. Never 
talked to him but at a gig in Gent, 
we started talking. I thought 
about Vrokker playing bass as I 
know it would be something he’s 
really into. Normally I play guitar 
but I wanted to pick up playing 
drums again (played drums for 


Private Jesus Detector in the 
early 90’s). Looking for a drum- 
mer is pretty hard these days. 


Why did you choose the name 
SUFFER DAMAGE? Did you get 


it from the 1983 demo from the 


Japanese hc-crust band GESS? 


Vrokker:Yes 

Shalo: Indeed we did, hope it 
doesn’t haunt us. 

Leffe: Thought no one would find 
out. At least someone who knows 
some obscure Japanese bands. 


How does a practice look like? A 


lot of beers? Is it hard to write new 


original songs? 


Vrokker: Making songs is not a 
problem, the lyrics on the other 
hand makes it more difficult. My 
problem is that I like to go out 
heavily and have a busy social 


life. Beer is a medicine for a good 
practice, it’s always fun. 

Shalo: Writing Songs is easy, make 
them sound good not so much. 
Practice is always fun! 

Leffe: It’s totally different com- 
pared to my previous bands as 
I made the songs. Now someone 
comes with a cool riff and togeth- 
er we try to complete the song. 


What stuff inspires you,what are 
the things that make you happy 
like a little child...music,books.. 
best band, best Ip..live gigs. 


Vrokker: The 80s, live footage 
makes me weak, happiness is in 
small things, best band or LP is 
too much to mention. Best gigs: 
False Prophets, Peter And The 
Test Tube Babies, No Security, 
Chaos UK etc. 

Shalo: Inspiration comes from 80s 
bands, raw sound recordings, be- 
ing pissed off with life, not under- 
standing Nederlands haha... Best 
band Discharge (not trying to 
be cliché, only telling the truth). 
Best live gig not sure. You only 
feel happiness when it’s gone. 

Leffe: With Suffer Damage we stay 
away from the modern, heavy 
sound. We’re inspired by the 
early 80’s punkbands like Disor- 
der, Chaos UK, Kaaosg.,... 

Best gigs: Heresy and Ripcord in 
1988, Substandard in Gent, Zero 
Boys last year, too many to me- 

tion... Best band depends on the 


mood I’m in. Listening a lot to 
other stuff besides HC/punk. 


the pogo bar with Reproach,are 
you happy with the songs you 
played,with the sound?? How many 


songs did you play that night and 


how where the reactions? 


Vrokker: For a first gig it was ok, 
the sound wasn’t ideal and in 
the future we will sound differ- 
ent, new songs are more what we 
wanted in the beginning, early 
80s UK, finnish noisy punk/HC 

Shalo: The songs are getting ma- 
ture, the last ones we wrote sound 
better, I think we are finding the 
balance between the three guys 
in the band. The gig in Gent was 
ok, but the sound sucked a bit, 
next gig will be better. 

Leffe: Sound wasn’t too good but 
we did our best. Was pretty nerv- 
ous as it has been almost 20 years 
since I played drums live. 


How is the “scene for a band like 


suffer damage,what bands are nice 
to share the stage with? 


Vrokker: Doesnt matter, as long 
as people enjoy themselves, its 
always good if there is movement 
in the crowd, it gives another 
dimension. 

Shalo: I prefer 5 people that really 
understand what we are doing, 
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than 50 people that have no idea 
what is going on. 

Leffe: Don’t care which style the 
other bands play. As long as we 
get along. Don’t think there’s 
another band in Belgium doing 
the stuff we do for the moment. 
Unfortunately people get stuck in 
their own subscenes these days. 


Do you got plans for a demo or 
something? 


Vrokker: We gonna do a demo first, 
later on I hope to bring out a 12”. 
We’ll see what happens in the 
future. 

Shalo: We are in the middle of do- 
ing a demo. 

Leffe: First a demo, hopefully a 
record in the near future. 


Are there other projects going on 
for the members of suffer damage? 


Vrokker: ??? 

Shalo: Not really... 

Leffe: No other band for the mo- 
ment. Would like to play guitar in 
a band again though.. 


Thanks and keep on noising!!!Dries 


Vrokker: Okido Skipper 

Shalo: Cheers Dries, thanks for the 
interest in the band! 

Leffe: Thanks and see ya some- 
where.

Whats the history of pessimiser records 


It started as a fanzine in 1992, and then grew into 
a record label after 4 issues. 


What was the first release you put out?Was it 
easy to sell them? 


First release was 16/f.a.l. 7” split that came inside 
issue #4. Wasn’t easy selling releases in the begin- 
ning. Wasn’t as many people into that type of 
music as there are today. 


What were the reasons to sign a band and put 
them on vinyl?How did you came in contact with 
them(during gigs..)? 


I just wanted to put out stuff I liked. Found out 
about bands through shows, tape trading, previ- 
ously released records, etc. 


How many copies did you for every release? They 


were all different #’s. 


Was it hard to run a recordlabel like pessimiser 
records. I got hard towards the end cuz I was do- 
ing so much stuff, and working full time, and just 
had a kid. I never had time to “relax” or what- 
ever. 
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Which one is your favorite record that you 
put out? 


I like them all for all different reasons. The divi- 
sia “what’s left of us” record, and the excruciat- 
ing terror “expression of pain” are up there. 


How do you look back on the label after all those 
years? 


I t was cool. and glad I could be a part of helping 
out the bands. 


Do you understand the records that you put out 
are now little golden treasures. 


Haha, yea there’s some expensive ones on ebay 
and stuff. I saw the grief/soilent green 10” record 
on there for 200$ or something.

IN OUR LOCAL PUNK SHITHOLE NAMED ‘THE PIT’S’ (KORTRIK, 
BLOODY BELGIUM). 

THE LINE-UP FOR THIS DAY WERE TWO BANDS FROM 
COPENHAGEN, DENMARK, NAMELY DOGMATIST AND THE 
MONOLITHS. TWO BANDS | DID NOT KNOW BEFOREHAND 
BUT ALWAYS KEEN ON ADVENTURE I HEADED TOWARDS THE 
PIT’S. NOT A LOT OF PEOPLE... THE COLD WAS OMNIPRESENT 
THOUGH... THE CHIMAY TRAPPIST AS WELL, A SUNDAY AFTER- 
NOON TRADITION. 

DOGMATIST WERE THE FIRST TO POISON THE ATMOSPHERE 
WITH THEIR MUSIC AND IT CAME AS A WELCOME SURPRISE. 
| WON'T SAY I WAS AS PLEASED OR AS SURPRISED AS WHEN 
COLUMBUS FIRST SAW AN INDIAN OR TWO (AND LATER ON DE- 
CIDED TO KILL’EM ALL), BUT A SMILE DID APPEAR ON MY FACE 
WHEN THE GENTLEMEN OF DOGMATIST PRODUCED THEIR 
FIRST NOTES. 

THE STYLE WAS ONE OF NOISY FEEDBACK HARDCORE 
PUNK, AND NO, THEY WEREN’T FROM JAPAN OR FINLAND. RAP- 
ID SONGS WITH NOISE RIFFS AS THE BASIS, A DRUMMER WHO

OLD DOG RUNNING AFTER A STICK FOR THE ZILLIONTH TIME... 
THAT’S HOW THESE THREE GENTLEMEN PERFORMED ON 
STAGE. THEY PRESENTED THEIR MEDICATED-SWAMP-SOAKED- 
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FILTHY SONGS IN A WAY THAT EVEN THE MOST PosiTIVE HU- 
MAN BEING WOULD REACH FOR HIS REVOLVER, LOAD - AIM.. 
AND BANG!! WITH THE NECESSARY FEEDBACK AND A MONOTO- 
NOUS DRUMMING, SONG AFTER SONG, LEFT US READY FOR

THE DOGMATIST “OBEDIENCE” DEMO WAS RELEASED EAR- 
LIER ON “RAW BIRTH RECORDS” BUT SOLD OUT TOO SOON 
AND THE GERMAN “CRUSIFICADOS RECORDS” TOOK IT UPON 
THEM TO RELEASE IT ON VINYL. WHICH WAS A GOOD PLAN AC- 
CORDING TO ME. THE DEMO 7” CONSISTS OF SIX SONGS, AND 
SOUNDS A LOT LIKE THEIR LIVE-SOUND IN THE PIT’S. 

HEAVY PUNCHES FULL OF NOISE THAT MAKE ME THINK OF 
BANDS LIKE “DISCLOSE”(JAP) AND, AND.. “BASTARDS”(FIN) 
BUT THEN WITH MORE D-BEAT SOUND. I COULD NAME 34 MORE 
BANDS BUT FUCK IT, THEY’RE NOT FROM FINLAND NOR FROM 
JAPAN, READ THE SECTION ABOVE WANKERS!!! THEY MOLD 
THE FAMILIAR STYLE TO THEIR OWN RECEPY AND DO THAT 
VERY WELL. DOGMATIST HAS TO RETURN TO KORTRUJK; 
PERIOD. 

THE DEMO THAT THOSE LIVELY CHAPS OF THE MONOLITHS 
THREW UPON THIS WORLD IS RELEASED ON “WEBMASTER 
RECORDS” FROM HMM.. DENMARK, I’M NOT SURE, AND IS 
NAMED “NATIONAL ANTHEMS”. TEN SONGS, TEN TIMES AN IM- 
MACULATE WEDLOCK BETWEEN THE VIOLENCE AND PAIN OF A 
RUSTED SAW AND THE INSANITY THAT RENDERED “FLIPPER” 
INFAMOUS. 


PUNK RIFFS THAT MELT TOGETHER WITH A CUMBERSOME, 
MONOTONE BASS LINE, AND THIS TIMES TEN. A SINGER WHO 
HAD BETTER STAYED IN THE LOCAL HOBBYCLUB FOR HIS OWN 
GOOD. BUT BEWARE, THEY’RE FAR FROM COPYCATS. AMIDST 
ALL THE MUD THEY ALSO BRING SLOW INERT SONGS WHO 
GIVE YOU AS A LISTENER THE TIME TO ROLL A JOINT AND BY

HORSE AND A CAT... CHIMAY WILL NEVER TASTE THE SAME.

INTERVIEW 


Music Can go in any direction. You can play relaxing tunes in order to 
calm yourself down, play wild swinging tunes at a party or you can fuck 
shit up, flip, mould, oversteer, distort and what not.. Yes, you can go 
many directions with the term ‘music’. 


Some consider it a form of art, something sacred... Something 
impossible. It’s a strange concept, music. But the great thing about 

it is, like | said before, it can go many directions. Many directions 
meaning any direction. I’m thinking about a concert | organized a few 
years ago in the Pit’s club in Kortrijk Bloody Belgium of a duo that call 
themselves NXBXBXQ. They were booked as support act of the widely 
known drum machine Weasel Walter. They arrived at our quiet border 
town somewhere in the afternoon and since the gig was planned in the 
evening we had to think of a sensible time-filling program. It resulted 
in the form of a terrace in the sunshine and a couple of trappist beers. 
If that had anything to do with it or not, but what the gentlemen of 
NXBXBXQ brought that night was something that would raise your 
eyebrows. “Music can go in any direction” is what | was thinking and 
what that pair probably also thought that night. The drums and guitar 
were weapons and I use this specific word because it was a battlefield. 
Music?? The drums fell apart, the guitar sounded like something with 
an almost dead battery, the drummer was lying on the floor... drumming 
on the wall. The guitar was thrown aside and picked back up again to 
be held in front of a loudspeaker for minutes long... fucking hell, what 
a mess... It was noise-avant garde-I don’t give a shit-punk-core stuff... 
Afterwards | did not hear many good things about this duo from down 
under, but I thought it was a success because of the madness/the 
craziness of mankind was all over the place. 
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| got the same feeling when | first heard SETE STAR SEPT on 

the website of ‘Fuck Yoga’ Records. | was looking for the grind- 
powerviolence-noisecore compilation album named ‘Freak Power’ 

(one fine album by the way). Via that site | was informed there was this 
noisecore band named SETE STAR SEPT on a European tour and the 
question who could organize a show. Unfortunately they didn’t play 

in Belgium; they got booked in Ghent but a couple of days before the 
show, the whole thing got cancelled, sadly enough. So then I simply 
bought their 10” ‘Gero Me’ via ‘Fuck Yoga’ Records (which was recorded 
in 2011) and I have to admit it’s close to perfection. 50 tracks which 
subvert the terminology of “music”. Aggressive and tense, outrageous 
and dangerous... | was and still am blown away and not only because 
track 39 to 46 on the album are titled “fuck 1”-"fuck 2”-"fuck 3”...etc., 
even though these are superior titles. SETE STAR SEPT works as fast as 
an ant, it’s hard to keep up with their releases. Now they also released 
a split album with the lords of the mince/grind scene AGATHOCLES, on 
the Belgian ‘Bringer of Gore’ records, they have a split 7” with CSMD 

op ‘No Fucking Label’ from the Netherlands (see the NFL interview a bit 
further in this zine), they tour the world with their noisecore circus and 
stay true to their own sound, something which | applaud. 


When | got the idea to start a crappy fanzine, an interview with this duo 
could not be left out. To organize a show with SETE STAR SEPT and 
NXBXBXQ would be neat and before it kicks off start a discussion about 
what music is... Something straight to the bone goddamit!!! Be seated in 
a chair, be seated on the toilet, sit in the garden or beside the road and 
enjoy this fine little interview. MAKE NOISE NOT MUSIC!!!

Last time | played live with KINDVRIENDELUK was in CinéPal- 
ace, a nice place in Kortrijk where a lot is possible musicwise. It 
was on the release show of VVOUNDS, a band bringing the bet- 
ter mixture of combatwoundedveteran/frustration/feedback/ 
dropdead-stuff. Recently they released two 7”s, one is a split ep 
with SEX DRIVE from the Netherlands. It’s the best that a shithole 
like Kortrijk has to offer in terms of fastcore-noise-hardcore, so 
buying both 7”s is more than a smart move. And their live perfor- 
mance is one hell of a ride with intense, short songs. Changes of 
pace are made with feedback, shouting and an increasing anger. 
VVOUNDS is something you need to see, experience and foremost 
support. It doesn’t always have to be the crap you are force-fed by 
the so-called alternative music press. 

I’m keen on playing live again with KINDVRIENDELUK. This live 
happening has something therapeutic; cleaning your head and 
fuck shit up. Harsh noise is what we try to bring. Not that some- 
one has ever written down how to sound like a harsh noise pro- 
ject - noise is freedom and that’s one of the main reasons why it’s 
always a lot of fun during a KINDVRIENDELUJK occasion. Harsh 
noise, distortion and cables, red wine and beer, nothing more 
required. Noise has many sounds and faces. According to some it 
is a way for people without talent to make “music”, to perform for 
a public that bought a ticket to an exciting life. Noise is to indulge 
and surrender to the emotion of the moment, blabla bla hahaha 
don’t make me laugh.... Oh, of course you want to smash a piece 
of your brains with a superior feedback and distortion pedal but 
we’re not going to explain this with some textbook interprettion.

And if you feel the urge to explain how you're feeling today, you 
might as well go for a walk on the beach and cry a little while 
standing on the dock with an ice cream cone in your hand. 

My reason to participate in this sort of terrorism? It always at- 
tracted me, the extreme forms of music/violence. The first album 
of MAN IS THE BASTARD for instance, powerviolence invaded 
my young existence for the price of 500 francs (the good old days 
before the euro) and has never left me. The direct impact and 
force of this musical violence has a soothing influence on my 
system, some kind of therapy without confinement. With KIND- 
VRIENDELIJK we were lucky to be able to play live a few times 
and that’s one of the reasons to continue this madness, driving 
to some place, getting new impressions, tasting new local beer, 
meeting new people. Always nice. Throughout the years I’ve had 
the pleasure of meeting interesting people and seeing good noise 
outfits. One of them was the French ECOUTE LA MERDE, which | 
invited for the second noisefest which we (together with Fré from 
Kindvriendelijk/Usain Bolt Records/All Shadows And Deliverance) 
organise each year. A fine set of harsh noise was delivered, even 
a fart haha. | got familiar with the label that Vivian runs named 
Underground Pollution Records. Tapes with lo-fi grind, noisecore 
stuff, noise vinyl, all this can be found at UPR. The attitude of this 
enterprise appealed me, the fine releases as well haha. In short, 

I support UPR because labels like this deserve our support; they 
don’t follow trends but do their own thing. Without bothering oth- 
ers -cause that’s also possible, continuous nagging about what 
you do in your life, “Look at me! I’m so great! What do you think 
of my bo... no, not the content but the bow, I tell you.” -#$%A& 
POW* BAM - a good trashing and gone is that kind of narcissistic 
behaviour.. Oh well.. Be seated and read the interview with UPR, 
then go to the bank, withdraw some money from your account, 
send it to UPR and afterwards enjoy a harsh noise project from 
Poland or some noisecore from France... Life can be great!

A few years before my time the non-profit organization “Bread 
Crumbs” put up an event on a wasteland in Kortrijk, West Flan- 
ders, Belgium. 

This event was baptized with the name NOTHING. 

| was wondering if someone could tell me more about this. 
Who was at the cradle of this minimalistic, strange concept? 

So I sought contact with these two gentlemen named Eddy and 
Freddy and asked for more information on the whole idea behind 
NOTHING, and this in their favorite pub “The rusty nail”. 

Here we go: 


— The Sunday Friend(zondagsvriend): Hi, where did you get the idea to organize 
NOTHING and was it hard to find a good location? 

- Eddy: This idea was formed, like so many others, sitting at the bar of our local 
pub “The rusty nail” in Rollegem... Where we are now. After a liter or two of 
the finer trappist beer and some old cheese which was supposed to be young. 
We wanted to put our mark on the artistic world of that time. To flick a middle 
finger to the perfectly-aligned arty-farty happening in which artists went down 
on all fours to pleasure gallery holders... Ah, it was a fart in a bottle, but its 
stench was so nice. 

- Freddy: Hey, nothing to drink or eat... What is this?... 

- Eddy: In a minute.. We'll have beef stew, or some bread with lard and lots of 
beer. To return to the first question, I’m in doubt if it was in “The rusty nail’... 
It could’ve been on our way to “The rusty nail”, during a stop at Mary’s pub 
“The withered sister”. Freddy, what do you think? Do you remember? 

— Freddy: Are we going to Mary’s?? 

— TSF: Err, I was asking about the idea behind... 

- Freddy: Yeah pal, yeah, stay calm! We organized NOTHING... There was no 
idea, only NOTHING on a piece of wasteland, which turned out the be the 
ideal location; not too big, not too small. Perfect to organize NOTHING. 

~- Eddy: It WAS in “The rusty nail” ‘cause there was a Sausage eating contest on 
at that time, I broke the record after 22h17. Yes, those were the days. I’m telling 
you, NOTHING came into existence after Freddy had his third sausage, flu- 
shed it down with a fresh lager, said “NOTHING to worry” and fell to the floor. 

— Freddy: It was the fourth sausage! 

— TSF: OK, so I understand it was hard to set up the whole thing. I can imagine it 
wasn’t simple to present it to the cultural elite either?

Eddy: Haha, it was no trouble at all and we certainly did not ask for permission 
from the men in suits and the women with moustaches. They could -and still 
can- kiss my ass. By the way, did you order anything? 

TSF: I didn’t order anything. 

Eddy: For me a sausage and a lager. Er.. oh yeah, since we were going to do 
NOTHING, it was easy to find volunteers. 

Freddy: NOTHING was a completely independent project. We didn’t need to 
do anything and we did not ask anyone for anything. We did call the owner of 
the wasteland to let him know NOTHING would happen on his land and he 
said that was all right. -I’m going to the bar.... (shouts out:) Eddy, they’re out 
of sausages! Do you want a bag of crisps? 

Eddy: No, no, I’ll have two pints! And yes, a bag of crisps. Do you want any- 
thing? 

TSF: A coke please. 

Freddy: What are you on? My mouth’s also dry from all this talking.... 

Yes, seven lagers please. 

TSF: How were the months prior to NOTHING?? Was there any pressure from 
the cultural world to prevent NOTHING from happening? 

Freddy: The only pressure I feel is in my pants and the rest is horse shit. 
Eddy: Hahahahaha 

TSF: I’m just saying, there was no precedent... This had never been done 
before... 

Eddy: Yeah, well, we looked passed established values and standards... 

And of course there was pressure! I remember a phone call on a Saturday 
morning from the brother of my sisters new boyfriend who stayed in Malde- 
gem at that time, at the place of the aunt of that brother...

The Netherlands, clogs and cheese. Loudmouthed people who 
love to go on a picnic. Drugs.. Lots of drugs.. A flat country full of 
bicycles and bio cows. 


Leiden, a town in The Netherlands, with the National Museum 

of Antiquities and the ‘Leiden loop’; a sign posted walking tour 
through the historic center; Wow!! And there’s also the Hortus 
Botanicus, the oldest botanical garden from the Netherlands, 
and one of the oldest in the world, a must-see. But Leiden is 
also home of the hardworking record label named NO FUCKING 
LABEL RECORDS. A label with a heart for music, that has some 
great releases on its account, amongst others: RUPTURE/ 
Wanksparks 7”ep, BASTARD NOISE (M.1.T.B.)/Skull report 7” ep, 
SLOTH/SPLATTERED SPLITTER split 10” lathe cut, EXIT HIPPIES/ 
Record and fantasy 7” ep. If you’re looking for lo fi grind noise 
core shit then No Fucking Label Records is where to look! A fine 
label, a good distro, a love for movies.. An interview is on its 
place. SUPPORT THE REAL UNDERGROUND, FUCKHEADS!!|NO 
FUCKING LABEL!!1-2-3 GO!!! 
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_Why did you start NFL and what 
was your first release? 


| was distributing some vinyl 
bootlegs a close friend of mine was 
involved with in the mid 90’s and 

I played in a couple of noisecore 
bands/projects with friends and 
thought it would be fun to put out 
some of this stuff on a tape so other 
freaks around the world could listen 
to it. Goes I was getting a bit serious 
with this | wanted to give my distro/ 
label a cool name and it became No 
Fucking Labels (around 1998). The 
first release was a C90 compilation 
tape from all kinds of obscure 
bands/projects | was involved in 
(ROTGUT, H.Z.N. and CSMD) named 
VA/ NOT FOR TRENDY FUCKERS. 
This was the first NFL release and 
the real start of NFL records. 


_Was it difficult to sell your first 
release? 


| only sold a hand full of copies to 
friends but traded a whole bunch of 
them world wide. | loved trading with 
other freaks for their noise/grind 
tapes and stuff. It was a good way to 
discover new bands and friends. 


_On what basis you decide to sign 


a group? 


I got to dig their noise, it has to 


make me headbang and thrash my 
living room when listening to it or 
make me laugh! 


_How manny releases do you got 
right now and wich ones were 

a pain in the ass to do and wich 
ones makes you smile? 


So far | did 43 releases, most on 
vinyl but a couple of CD’s and tapes 
as well. Most horrible ones to do 
where the I’M GOING APE comp. 
EP’s goes you have multiple bands 
involved so more work to do getting 
shit together in time and please 
everybody. But they turned out great 
and helped getting noisecore back in 
the picture goes it was pretty dead 
around that time. The RUPTURE / 
CSMD: split picture 7” turns a smile 
on my face goes its ultra cool 
looking and with the greatest band 
on earth!! But I’m pretty happy with 
all of my vinyl babys. 


_A lot of releases are sold out,did 
you ever think that was possible? 


Yeah most of the stuff is sold out, 
some get repressed but most are 
gone. In the beginning | was a little 
surprised by it but now days I press 
smaller quantities goes sadly times 
have changed a little. But most stuff 
is sold out pretty fast and those that 
are still available are almost gone. 


_Whats the story of the “I’m going 
ape compilations”? 


'm a total sucker for noisecore and 
always have been since | heard “you 
suffer” by Napalm Death back in 

the late 80’s. Noisecore was pretty 
dead around 2003, there was hardly 
anybody releasing noisecore on vinyl 
and | thought it would be fun doing 

a noisecore compilation. Not one 

of them BLUUUURRRGGHHH type 
records with a zillion bands on it, 
would love to do that but too little 
money and | knew that would be just 
insanely amounts of work and I'm a 
lazy ape. So this one was going to be 
a 4way split, each band gets 3 min. 
to do their noise slaughter and tear 
the ears of your skull and it worked 
out. It turned out to be a little hit 
record for me and all 500 sold out 
pretty fast. 


_ls it easier in these times (with 
the internet..blablabla) to run a 
record label? 


It has become easier on the 
promotional site of things and 
getting in touch with people all 
over the world but selling them has 
changed drastically. People rather 
download it free from the internet 
than buying an actual copy of the 
record. When | started the label | 
Could easily press 500 copys but 
Now days I press 200 or 300 copies 
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goes otherwise they would just be 
eating dust here and that is a waste 
of time and money for me. Also 
trading records has become way 
more expensive specially outside the 
EU goes of all the insane postage 
prices that have tripled since | 
started the label. No use to do small 
trades anymore goes the postage 
costs are higher than the records 
itself. And | have to sell a single 7”EP 
for 7 or 8 euro to get my money 
back. It sucks but that is the time we 
are living in. 


_You released some 7” with other 
labels what is the reason for doing 
this? 


Goes | want to help out these 
bands/friends/labels and its an easy 
way to spread costs and put out a 
record of bands you love. 


_If ?m correct you are also a part 
of CSMD,tell me more?? 


Yes | play drums/vox in CROWD 
SURFERS MUST DIE together with 
Judge (guitar) and Spacecommander 
(theremin). We play psychotronic 
noisecore with a sci fi/b-movie touch 
in it that inc. covering some of our 
favorite movie and TV theme songs 
but in a demented noisecore way. 
We only get together ones or twice 

a year to record or to play live so we

are not a very active band, but hey 
Godzilla isn’t stomping city’s 24/7 as 
well so who cares. 


_How manny relases do you got 
so far? 


We have 11 split 7"EP’s, 2x full 7”EP, 
2x split 8” a split 9” a double 5” 

lathe and a 7”FLEXI, couple of tapes 
and CDr’s and there is still some 
stuff in works like a split 7”EP with 
FUNERARY BOX (usa) and a split 
7°EP with NYAB(Brazil) and there are 
plans for a full LP on Rescued From 
Life records that we need to record 
somewhere soon. 


_Is it a daily job to run the label 
and distro? 


No | have a very busy job and work 
40-50 hours a week and do the 
label/distro thing just for fun aside 
of it. | spend around 1 or 2 hours a 
day at it and sometimes more when 
a new release is ready. Sadly you 
cannot make a living putting out 
noisecore/grind records HA HA HA. 


_Tell us more about the section 
with the old movies and vinyl on 
your blog,are you a huge fan of old 
b-movies and shit like that? 


| have always been a big movie 
freak and record collector nerd and 


noticed that people often have no 
clue about what awesome movies 
and records are out there and just 
follow all the latest trends and hypes. 
So I made a section on my site 
named “Noiseape’s forgotten Noise 
& Movie Treasures” with some Noise 
and Movie recommendations on it. 

I have been collecting records and 
movies for over 25 years so build up 
a nice collection of stuff. I’m not so 
much into the modern CGI stuff but 
prefer rubber monsters, cardboard 
UFO’s and hot 70’s chicks with 
pussy carpets and big tits he he.. 


_What about the “scene” in 
Holland? 


Scene in Holland is O.K., here in 
Leiden we have a couple of cool 
places and squats that do shows 
and a couple of great local bands 
like NEKROMANTIKER, KRU$H and 
SPOELSTRA.

THE FIRST SONGS WERE A MIXTURE OF OLD BLUES RIFFS 
RAPED BY A FAT BASS LINE, SUPPORTED BY THE SCREAM- 
ING AND RATTLING OF VOICE AND DRUMS. POST-PUNK-NOISE.. 
CALL IT WHAT YOU LIKE BUT THE RUDYS HAD FOUND THEIR 
UNIQUE SOUND AND THEY WERE GONNA FUCK SHIT UP. 


THE FIRST SHOWS WITH THE NEW GUITAR PLAYER WERE 
BOOKED AND THE TRAIN WAS A-ROLLIN’. “WE PLAYED ALL 
OVER THE BRUSSELS AREA,” RUDY D EXPLAINED. “OUR FIRST 
SHOW WAS IN A PUB NAMED “IN THE FAT MUSSEL”. WE WERE 
BOOKED TOGETHER WITH THEE TRACTEURS, A PUNK BAND 
FROM THE DENDERMONDE AREA, AND R.IT’S, A PUNK EN- 
SEMBLE INFAMOUS FOR THEIR ALCOHOL ABUSE. IT WAS A 
NICE EVENING, MORE THAN 150 PEOPLE PRESENT IN “IN THE 
FAT MUSSEL”, MAINLY PUNKS BUT ALSO SOME LOOT ON THE 
LOOSE AND A COMBI OR TWO FILLED WITH BLUE PIGS. WE 
PLAYED LAST AND PUT THE ROOF ON FIRE”, PROCEEDS RUDY 
D. “SUDDENLY A FIGHT BROKE OUT WITH THE PUB OWNER 
BECAUSE THE R.TT’S HAD STOLEN A FEW BARRELS AND A 
SET OF CARDS.” -RUDY D BREAKS OUT IN LOUD LAUGHTER. 
“GOOD TIMES! IT WAS ON THIS EVENING THAT WE PLAYED 
“MY GRANDMOTHER WAS A NAZICUNT” AND “BREAKFAST 
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WITH A JEW” FOR THE FIRST TIME! THANKS TO THIS CONCERT 
WE CAME INTO CONTACT WITH DIETER, A YOUNGSTER FROM 
AALST WHO HAD A RECORD LABEL NAMED “BETON RECORDS”. 
IT WAS ONE OF THE MANY D.LY LABELS OF THAT TIME, TRYING 
HARD TO KEEP ITS HEAD ABOVE WATER. WE RECORDED OUR 
FIRST EP, NAMED “THE RUDYS GONNA EAT YOUR PIE” IN DIET- 
ERS HOUSE AND HE RELEASED IT ON HIS LABEL. THESE TWO 
SONGS “MY GRANDMOTHER WAS A NAZICUNT” AND THE OVER- 
BURDENED “PUT YOUR DICK IN A TRASHCAN AND DANCE LIKE 
A NAKED FOOL” WERE OUR CHARACTERISTIC TRAITS AND WE 
WERE READY TO SICKEN THE BELGIAN MUSIC INDUSTRY. GIGS 
WITH THE MAD VIRGINS, CELL 609, THE KIDS,... HOGS IN HEAT 
CAME TO US, JUST LIKE BOOZE, DRUGS, WOMEN, HAMBURG- 
ERS, SAUSAGES AND SO ON... DURING A TOUR ACROSS NEIGH- 
BOURING COUNTRIES WITH THE IDIOTS OF DUNG. (RED: THEIR 
DEMO TAPE (“STINKY WORDS”/BETON RDS RELEASED IN ‘78 
IS A PRIME EXAMPLE OF NOISE-LO-FI SHIT MUSIC!)” - THESE 
WERE RUDY D’S MEMORIES. 

POSITIVE CRITICS AND A RECORD DEAL WITH “ANGRY RE- 
CORDS” (THEY RECORDED AND SEND THEM 12 SONGS, BUT 
NEVER GOT ANY NEWS BACK FROM THE LABEL... WEIRD.) 
BROUGHT THE RUDYS TO UNKNOWN HEIGHTS. BUT, JUST WHEN 
THE BALL WAS ROLLING, FATE HIT HARD. THE CELLAR COL-

Brisbane, Australia is the home 
ground of HEROIN SS, a filthy d- 
peat/crust/noise band that released 
a demo on Yellow Dog Records of 
Berlin. The demo hits you like a 
punch in the face, you’d say the 
sound of the allied bombing of 
Dresden was nothing compared to 
the “noise and destroy” demo of 
this fine musical company....or am 
[ jumping to conclusions?..I don’t 
care. The six songs were enough 
reason for me to bother the gen- 
tlemen of HEROIN SS with some 
trivial questions... and behold, 
they’ve put down their beer cans 
and answered... Huray huray!! 


Can you introduce the band?How 
did you came up with the 
name??Was it on a Sunday when 


you were in rehab? 
G- Heroin SS is Me - screams, 


Damien Noise - 6 strings, Dave - 4 
strings and Marc - crash and bangs. 
Damien came up with the name a 
few years ago when he was trying/ 
doing another band that never re- 
ally took off so you’ll have to ask 
him where the name come from. 

D - What he said for whos who. 

The name came when the original 
bassist Borg and I were trying to do 
a Confuse style band around 2 or 


3 years ago, we were jamming and 
some fucker from another band 
asked us if we had a name and we 
just thought of the most offensive 
name our retarded brains could 
come up with. Great story huh. 


HEROIN SS is based in Brisbane, is 
that a nice play to live,drink or 
play noise? 

G - Yeah mate stinking hot Bris- 
bane is correct. Because it’s so hot 
drinking beer is a must to cool you 
down and stay hydrated. Playing 
noise here is ok but alot of kids 
don’t get it. They like the struc- 
tured shit more. 

D - Brisbane is a fucking great 
place to live if you like melting 
from heat or being ravaged by 
floods. Good punks and crusties 
though. Always been a weird place 
musically, not as fashion oriented 
as Melbourne but strangley attract- 
ed to US Hardcore, so we go down 
like a lead balloon. I love playing 
what we play I wouldn’t care if it 
were here, Melborune or Sydney. A 
lot of people are interested in what 
we do but its the real oddballs that 
love it. Im fine with that. Generally 
people just stand there at our gigs 
hahahaha. Wankers! 
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Are their other bands that you like 


in that town called Brisbane? 

G - Last Chaos are pretty good. Not 
much else grabs me personally. No 
other D-beat, crust noise bands 
besides us and Last Chaos. 

D - Definately Last Chaos, probably 
one of the best punk bands in Aus 
right now. Theres a few really good 
bands that we’ve played with but 
personally not my cup of tea, not a 
slight on them but. For Australia I 
dig Leprosy, Kromosom, Havittajat, 
Vaginors, and Unknown to God. 


How was the response on your 
demo tape?Do you have other 
things out? 


G- Response has been excellent. 
Overseas heads seem to like it 
more than people here in Australia, 
but we still have our faithfull noise 
mongers who like it. 

D - The response has been really 
good. Im amazed anyone even 
bothered with it really. I wasnt 
really happy with it really but we 
thought fuck it lets just get this out 
and see how it goes. The respon- 
sive from overseas has been great, 
I’m chuffed on that. The punks in 
Melbourne respond well to us too. 
Nothing else is out but we will have 
new things this year. We’ve had a 
line up change with a new bass- 

ist and drummer so we’re moving 
away from D-Beat and more into a 
noisier more interesting direction. 


Who made the connection with 


yellow dog records aus Berlin?Are 


ou ha with the way it goes? 
G - He contacted us. No we’re not 
and that’s all I’m going to say on 
the matter. 
D - Yeah Sven got in contact with us 
by the privacy evaporating Face- 
book. I’m as happy with it as could 
be. We got the tape out and people 
got it. Working with someone over- 
seas is harder than dealing locally 
obviously so it took a little longer 
than we’d like. But hey we have a 
pretty decent sounding tape for a 
shit recording and it looks good, 
in band artwork is always better 
than some other fuckers doing it 
for you. I think maybe we would 
push it harder next time, like get 
it out there more than just saying 
“Hey here’s a tape, you can buy it if 
you like.” 


You played at the total attack fest 
and the HOLOCAUST IN YOUR 

HEAD fest.Was it a good fest?Lots 
of punks/good bands?Is it easy do 


tour the country “down under”? 
G - Yeah mate played both of those. 


Heaps good fun at both always with 
old and new friends and consum- 
ing Plenty ‘o’ plenty of booze haha. 
3 days is along time blurred if you 
know what I mean. Like any festi- 
val not every band meets your taste 
but all in all it’s pretty good band 
wise. Touring down here is hard 
because of the size of the island. 
By that I mean your driving for 
12-14 hours between shows and 
most times it’s only worth playing 
on the weekends because you don’t 


get the crowds to shows during 

the week. Reason being is that the 
scene is just 2 small. 

p - Total Attack is a blast. Jane, our 
old drummer, puts it on and gets 
bands from all over the country 

to come. Three days of punk and 
pooze is fucking exhausting but 
great. We didn’t end up playing 
Holocaust in Your Head.....I broke 
my fucking leg in 15 places on the 
first night during Havittajat! Pissed 
as fuck, and 5 months later still 
have a metal external frame on my 
leg with 6 pins and three rods in it, 
one bone graft later, still can’t fuck- 
ing walk. Touring Aus is great but 
you gotta do it DIY and take a little 
longer with it, it’s expensive to get 
here and even though its a big fuck- 
ing place theres maybe really only 
5 cities to play. But over the last 
decade or so there has been some 
great bands tour here. Nowhere 
near as many as should though. 

I think maybe people forget that 
there’s punks here? 


What do you think of other 
bands from your country like the 
cosmic psychos,radio birdman,the 


rocks,rupture...and so on... 
G - I don’t think about those 


bands mate. 

D - Australia has always had great 
rock n roll and pretty decent punk. 
I cut my teeth on UK82 and crusty 
shit from Europe and Japan though 
So I don’t really bother with Rup- 
ture and those Aus hardcore bands. 
I mean theres been some great 
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stuff but I couldn’t be fucked list- 
ing it. Haha. 


Never think of the idea to come 
over to Europa?We have nice. 
beers.... 

G -Yeah I would love to tour Eu- 
rope, would be fucking unreal 
seeing the sights, meeting all our 
mates we have individually made 
and drinking all the beer you can 
throw at us. 

D - I would fucking love to tour 
Europe mate!
